1. A recent policy decision by A CSX/ US AT cell* for * focussing 
of the sffert* of the Aoroapac* Technical Intelligence Center (ATIC) 
on ay plied science and technolegy in toe aircraft/ missiles /space fields. 
An a fifth. ATIC hen found it necessary te eliminate certain p rejects 
in the Sasic science field* which were intended to provide inputs te 
aerospace weapon* cradle*. In view otf these datrelopwiswis , personnel 
from 081 sad ATIC have held discussions to determine whet €81 could 
do to meet ATIC requirements for the basic science cove rags which 
ATIC Is in the procsss of eliminating. 

2* Each of the projects was revieered la detail ami a decision was 
made ae to the kind of support QSi would render aTIC. ft was agreed 
foot ATIC will forward written statements mi the coverage it desires in 
each case and OSI will da its best to accommodate these requirements 
by in-house or extsraal contract means. There will he costiauows 
interchange of requi re mod* and reeefts of tateiii fence research ae 
required. 


i. ft is foil that these discussion* were meet helpful In promoting 
a mutual understanding of our respective missions and require meats. W * 
intend to follow up these discussions with increased analyst - to-enaly *t 
liaison as well as staff vstrisw of prodectioa programs. I am confident 
that a sat saving to th# taseUigeace community in terms of funds and 
man-hours of analyst effort will result with tittle degradation of the 
intelligence product.

1. The attached memorandum, tor your signature, outlines the 
proposed course of action to be followed in meeting General Walsh's 
request that the Office of Scientific Intelligence (OSI) assume the 
collection and production responsibilities in certain basic science 
fields of interest to ATIG. It indicates that before a specific answer 
can be given on the 30 projects proposed it will be necessary for ATIG 
to provide more detailed terms of reference for each project and, after 
study of these terms of reference, we propose to engage in detailed 
discussions with ATIC on a visit to their organization in late March. 

Roth of these matters were agreed upon between ourselves and ATIC 
representatives at a meeting here on 3 March. 

2. It is our opinion that in the long run many of ATIC's require- 
ments in the basic science areas can be fulfilled through the normal 
OSI research and production efforts. As to the specific 30 projects 
proposed, we are sura there are some we will not want to undertake 
now because of recent coverage, an absence of pertinent information, 

or possibly because of other research which we consider more important. 
¥e have already explained to ATIC that while we do want to assist their 
efforts in every instance possible, we cannot tailor our research 
exclusively to their needs.
